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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

3. An endoscope positioned in a tank, wherein a channel of the endoscope is 
coupled to a valve; a hermetic chamber filled with a fluid and having a known volume 
and a controller that is capable of controlling and recording the fluid within the chamber 
from a high level to a low level, wherein the fluid is under pressure. This special 
technical feature is disclosed in paragraphs 66-72 of Nakanishi et al. (U.S. Publication 
No. 2002/0182105). Therefore, the single inventive concept cannot be considered a 
special technical feature because it does not make a contribution over the prior art. 
Consequently, the inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept.
